Tense? Nervous? Try meditating 
breathing 


Ideas can flow in and out of the body just as air can, psychotherapist believes

Breathe: in ... out... in ... out 
It sounds silly, nobody has to be told 


how to breathe. But an Elk Grove Vil- 
lage psychotherapist'believes that medi- 
tating on this most basic organic function 
for an hour or so each day can help re- 
lieve the tension that often makes-the 
test of life difficult. 


John Roadhouse, clinical director of 


the Elk Grove - Schuamburg Townships 
Mental Health Center, uses what he calls 


"breath meditation" in group therapy at 
the center. 


It involves simple breathing and mak- 


ing oneself keenly aware of the air {com- 
ing in and going out of the body, be'ex- 
plained. In the same way, ideas are sup- 
posed to be allowed to flow in and out of 
the' mind as one gazes comfortably 
around the room, focusing on nothing in 
particular. 
' 
, 


i, "NO SPECIAL words or "mantras" are 
used as in transcendental or other kinds 


of meditation of Indian origin and it is 
not necessary to contort one's body into 
a certain position. Roadbouse said, how- 
ever, it is useful, in practicing /breath 
meditation,' to sit on a cushion on the 
, floor with one's back straight for best 
alertness. 
. 


The psychotherapist has been using 


breath meditation with a group of about 
15 of. his patients at the center for the 
past several months as a way of hetoina 
them to ease, anxiety of everyday prob- 


lems, he said. It is a means of learning 
to relax. 


After meditating a few times, Road- 


house said most persons can develop 
what he termed "a sense of spacious- 
ness," particularly valuable to anyone 
- who tends to be short tempered. 


"We live in emotional high rises where 


' everyone is packed'in on each other," he 
said. "Husbands don't allow wives space, 
wives don't allow husbands space, par- 
ents don't'allow children space. When 


that happens, you get tension, anxiety, 
anger. This kind of meditation is learn- 
ing to give yourself that space inside -f 
letting go of thoughts and feelings so that 
when tempers flare there's room or. .a 
chance to let that first flash of anger go- 
by before you react." 


ROADHOUSE SAID the purpose of 


breath meditation is similar to the old 
idea of counting to 10 before acting under 
stress. However, the meditation is not bv

'Home guard9 always ready to act 


in case of disaster, emergency

Someone Is looking after your welfare. He may be a law- 


yer, a bus driver, an engineer or a high school student. He 
belongs to a group called the Wheeling Civil Defense. 


Civil Defense began during the sweep of World War II. As 


"home guard," Its main purpose was to provide civilian safe- 
ty In the community. 


There Is no war now and aside from occasional flooding and 


tornado warnings, there are few disasters to tend to. Never- 
theless, members of the Wheeling Civil Defense are prepared 
to cope with emergencies, though most of their energies are 
devoted to more routine tasks. 


"This Is a prepared agency," said director Robert Buerger 


Sr. "Wo'rt ready to assist in many phases of everyday life." 


EVERYDAY LIFE In the community might include activi- 


ties such as a club carnival or a Friday night dance at Wheel- 
Ing High School. Civil Defense teams'are out directing traffic 
or administering first aid. 


"I think the people who are in this group want to be in- 


volved," Buerger said. "They want to do things for the com- 
munity and do things to keep the group active." 


Jack DeSmidt got involved through.tbe prodding of his son, 


a Civil Defense member. "He kept asking me, 'Why don't you 
come and Join?'and so I did." 


The Wheeling Civil Defnese group has about 127 members 


and a reserve team of those who can't attend bimonthly 
meetings. They range from 14 to 65 yean old and work in 
various occupations — from students to engineers, from hos- 
pital technicians to tool makers. 


David Gross, a six-yer member, belonged to a Citizens' 


Band radio group whose members also Joined Civil Defense. 
After talking to them on the radio, Gross became convinced 
and finally Joined. "I even moved to Wheeling," he said. 


WHATEVER BACKGROUNDS members have, all-become 


part of Civil Defense when they go into training sessions. \ 


Members Join units such as rescue, transportation^ medical 


or traffic control They team about first ah), drug abuse, 
directing traffic and using the short-wave radio. 


After training,' the" members are prepared to aid In floods, 


tornadoes, fires and other emergencies. 


County and federal guidelines govern the training sessions, 


which are held at least once a month. When a member suc- 
cessfully completes a course, be is ready to take the Civil 
Defense oath. He also is eligible to be trained In another area. 


This "cross training" of people provides for a.more ef- 


ficient group, Buerger said. "We can change the unto if 
people are needed in another area." 
' 


THE WHEELING group owns two large trucks, two station 


wagons and two vans equipped for civil defense operations. A 
citizens' band radio system enables workers to keep in touch, 
They are attempting to get an FM frequency which will allow 
them to-contact police and fire departments.. 


The Wheeling Civil Defense gets younger volunteers into its 


cadet program. One member, Sam Bieber, learned quickly 
that the job is not always pleasant

"Wo get a lot of trouble from fellow students," he said. 


BIcber helps direct traffic at Wheeling High School functions 
and drivers often scoff at or disobey his directions. "We're 
told not to argue with tbe'driver, but to take down the license 
number and call the police," he said. 


The group, working closely, with polios and fire depart- 


ments, Is financed by the.village, which allocated more than 
$20,600 this year. Other equipment-is donated by members. 


"We get respect for the work we1 do," Buergeer said. 


"We're not only doing something for ourselves, but for'the 
community."

$10,000 to $11,000 for median trees 
State expected to approve 
Dundee Road landscaping 


The state probably will approve plans 


to landscape medians along Dundee 
Road in Buffalo Grove, a spokesman for 
the Illinois Dept of Transportation said. 


Ronald Kennedy, a project engineer, 


Friday said Chicago area officials in the 
department were waiting for final $10,000 
to $11,000 in landscaping approval of the 
landscaping funds but said, "there 'are 
indications that k (the state) will,"'go 
along with the plans.' 


Final approval by officials in Spring- 


field should come next week, he said. 


The decision was delayed during 


changes-in plans for,the 1.4 miles of 
landscaped median that runs through 
Buffalo Grove. The stretch of Dundee 
Road through the village is two miles 
long. 


KENNEDY SAID plans originally 


called for the planting of 45 crabapple 
trees but the change was,made to in- 
clude the same number of honey locust 
trees because they would stand up better 
to winter deposits of salt along.tbe road. 


Besides planting the trees, Kennedy 


said the state will sod the'area and.tben 
torn It over to the'village for mainte- 
nance. 
, The funds, originally slated to be used 


, for pouring asphalt medians as part of 


the Dundee Road renovation i project 
apparently will be given back to the vil- 
lage after, an agreement between village 


officials and business leaders over the 
median design. ' , 


The funds are a result of the arrange- 


ment between the two.sides: because the 
plantable sections were filled with topsoil 
rather than more expensive asphalt 


THE AGREEMENT, mapped out last 


September, > ended months' of controversy 
on the subject. Village officials were hop- 
ing , to I beautify -the • village with land- 
scaped medians while chamber of com- 
merce members.' were' concerned about 
access to their businesses.

LOS ANGELES <UPI> - A bomb ex- 


plosion damaged the United Nations 
Assn. bookstore and information- center 
early Sunday, A caller later told a news- 
paper and a radio station the blast was 
related to the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization. 


Police said the bomb went off shortly 


before 3 a.m. at the bookstore in the Wll- 
shire district and caused about $5,000 
damage to the store. It also blew out 
plate glass windows In three nearby busi- 
nesses. 


Investigators said a young male caller 


telephoned the Los Angeles Times 
switchboard and radio station KFWB, 
but they were not able to interpret 
whether the bombing was a warning to, 
cr from, the PLO. In each instance, the 
caller signed off with the words, "never 
again," a slogan used in the past by the 
Jewish Defense League.

No U.S. asylum for 7 S. Viet students 
The U.S. government, deciding that South Vietnamese stu- 


dents critical of the present Saigon regime would not be per- 
secuted If they returned to Vietnam, has denied a request by 
seven students for temporary political asylum. Rep. Les As- 
pin, D-Wls., said: "U.S. government policy is so blind to 
political repression in South Vietnam that H is willing to risk 
the lives of seven Vietnamese students rather than face up to 
It." 


TV lawyers hope to beat antitrust suit 
The major television networks hope to persuade a federal 


judge Monday that a 1972 Justice Department antitrust suit 
should be thrown out on grounds it was filed solely to harass 
them for news broadcasts the Nixon White House did not like. 
Lawyers for ABC, CBS and NBC say they can prove their 
claim if they can gain access to Richard Nixon's presidential 
tapes and documents.. 


Tight U.N. security for Arafat 


The United Nations will be under the tightest guard of its 29 


years when Palestine guerrilla leader Yasser Arafat appears 
before the General Assembly this week. Not even the stormy 
visits In 1960 of Soviet leader Nlkita Khrushchev and Cuba's 
Fidel Castro created the giant security headache that Ameri- 
can and United Nations officials said confronted them with 
the expected arrival of Arafat's Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation delegation. 


Watergate trial: CIA issue due today 
Watergate prosecutors will attempt to disprove CIA In- 


volvement in the Watergate bugging and cover-up Monday as 
the conspiracy trial enters its sixth week. Chief trial prose- 
cutor James Neal said he would play the tapes of the June 23, 
1972 conversations between Nixon and defendant H. R. Haldc- 
man, then White House chief of staff.

Task force guards oil rig 'at all costs' 
A south Vietnamese naval task force that has been rushed 


to an American-owned offshore oil drilling rig has been or-' 
dered to defend the rig at all coats, but not to fire unless fired 
upon, Saigon officers said Sunday. Three Chinese trawlers 
were spotted last week slowly circling the rig 150 miles south- 
east of Saigon. 


U.S. disinterest in Cuba issue attacked 
Venezuela attacked the United States Sunday for showing 


disinterest in ending sanctions on Cuba and criticized Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger for falling to appear at the 
Quito conference. Latin American diplomats have commented 
in private they regarded Kissinger's conspicuous absence as 
a snub, but Venezuelan Foreign Minister Efrain Schaot was 
the first to say so publicly. 


Israel hit by severe austerity measures 
Israel imposed the severest austerity measures in its his- 


tory Sunday to head off economic catastrophe, combining a 43 
per cent devaluation of the pound with price increases that 
boosted the cost of living 17 per cent overnight. The drastic 
measures to curb consumption by raising basic consumer 
prices were designed to save money needed for vital defense 
expenditures and raw materials. 


Luna 23 rock test fails 


Luna 23, the first unmanned Soviet spaceship to land on the 


moon In nearly two years, was damaged on impact and failed 
to carry out Its rock-testing mission, the Soviet Tass news 
agency said Sunday. Scientists closed down the crippled moon 
space station Saturday after It conducted a revised testing 
program.

'Seven year itch* in Americans, too 


The ancient disease known as the "Seven year itch" has 


bypassed the United States and Canada in its worldwide 
spread—but no longer, a report in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Assocation says. The itch — caused by a small 
mite that burrows under the skin—now is seen frequently 
among Americans of all ages and sexes, said Dr. Samuel 
Bean of Baylor college of Medicine in Houston.

Kissinger briefs 
Ford on journey 
to 17 countries 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger thinks he final- 
ly may have achieved a breakthrough in 
Moscow that could lead to a new lOfyear 
arms limitation accord with the Soviet 
Union, aides said Sunday. 


Kissinger briefed President Ford at 


Camp David yesterday on his Just-com- 
pleted 18-day diplomatic journey to a to- 
tal of 17 countries. He planned to spend 
about two hours a day with Ford this 
week, preparing the President for his 
trip next week to Japan, South Korea 
and the Vladivostok summit talks with 
Leonid Brezhnev. 


Kissinger told reporters he was "rea- 


sonably happy" with the outcome of his 
own journey and cited hope that a stale- 
mate has been averted in the Middle 
East, and that there might be a real 
chance for negotiations. 


Kissinger had one major dis- 


appointment — the failure to achieve sig- 
nificant progress toward a peaceful 
Cyprus solution. 


CARIO (UPI) — Agriculture Secretary 


Earl Butz signed a $36.5 million agree- 
ment with the Egyptian government Sun- 
day under which the United States will 
ship Egypt 200,000 tons of wheat or 
wheat flour during the coming year in 
addition to 100,000 tons of grain already 
pledged. 


"In the years ahead, food productive 


capacity must be built up in the devel- 
oping nations," Butz told newsmen at the 
coremony. "This is the real opportunity 
to increase the productive capacity of the 
world, and I think this is where we're 
going to have to address increasing at- 
tention." 


He said, "We have only a limited sup- 


ply of aid. The world has only a limited 
supply of aid. We have a limited supply 
foodstuffs right now.-I think all of us 
must be very careful to be sure every 
ton reaches the area'of real need." 


Butz told Egyptian Foreign Trade Min- 


ister Fathi Ahmed Matbuli, who signed 
the agreement for Egypt, that the United 
States wanted to "extend short supplies 
of wheat in the critical world needs be- 
tween now and next June and July when 
ample supplies again become available." 


Butz predicted that during the fiscal 


year 1975-76 wheat and rice crops would 
exceed current production and that more 
wheat deals could be made then. 


"Hopefully after eight months, the sup- 


ply situation will ease," he said. "There 


ii a genuine commitment in. the United 
States, in my own Department of Agri- 
culture and by our farmers to do the 
very best we can in the months ahead." 


He said fertilizer production would help

Sugar crop below estimates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — With sugar 


prices already soaring, the Agriculture 
Department reported Sunday that the 
1974-75 worldwide crop has fallen about 2 
million tons below estimates and will' 
barely meet estimated demand. 


Department experts predicted the new 


sugar crop would reach 81.1 million met- 
ric tons, compared with current'con- 
sumption estimates of 81 million tons. 


The report comes at a time when sug- 


ar prices are hitting record levels almost 
daily. 


According to the new forecasts, beet 


sugar production was expected to be 
down about 1.4 million tons from 1973-74 


levels. Cane sugar output, however, 
should rise by about .2 million tons, leav- 
ing a net increase of 600,000 tons — only 
1 per cent — over last year's record 
crop. 


The Agriculture Department's Foreign 


Agricultural Service said world sugar 
consumption should also set a new 
record this year, but high prices will 
slow the rate of increase. 


Although consumption estimates are 


about 2 per cent higher than In 1974-75, 
experts said there is already some evi- 
dence of per capita reductions in sugar 
consumption in the United States, some 
Western European nations and Japan.

Temporary stop signs 
go up in wake of protest

Temporary stop signs have been 


placed on Emerson Street at Meadow 
Lane in Maine Township in the wake of a 
rtaktaU'protect 


The signs, on eastbound and westbound 


Emerson and on southbound Meadow, 
were posted Friday afternoon by Des 
Plalnes public works crews on order of 
the police department. 


The signs will remain for 30 days to 


allow the city time to study the problem 
and determine whether permanent stop 
signs should be posted. 


The action came one day after resi- 


dents of Meadow and Ironwood lanes 
formed • human barricade that blocked 
traffic oa Emerson Street to dramatize 
what they said is • need for more traffic 
control In the area. 


The protest action was prompted by a 


hit-and-run accident Wednesday In which 
a neighborhood dog was killed. Residents 
•aid the car that hit the dog was trav- 
eling fatter than the posted 20 m.p.h. 
speed limit and did not stop after hitting 
the animal. 


MARIE SHAPIRO, spokesman for the 


group of protesters, met with Lt. James 
Scbeskle of the Dei Plalnes Police Dept. 
Friday to discuss the traffic problem. 
Mrs. Shapiro said Scheskie agreed there 
it a need for (top signs on Emerson, 
Ironwood and Meadow lanes. 


Scheikle also told the residents he felt 


20 m.p.h. speed limit signs should be 
posted eastbound on Emerson as well as 
wtetbottod, Mrt. Shapiro said. Currently 
the speed limit is posted only for west- 
bound traffic. 


Scheskie said he felt the residents' sug- 


gestion for stop signs along Emerson 
was "valid" and said he would forward 
his recommendations to Police Chief Ar- 
thur Hlntt and the city council. 


MAYOR HERBERT BEHREL said the 


city is aware a problem exists. "We 
want to help the people if we can be- 
cause they do have a problem," he said. 
"We have a problem because half the 
street is in the city and half is in the 
unincorporated area.", 


Scheskie told the residents the police at 


first thought they liad no jurisdiction In 
the area because of the split boundaries. 
However, after studying city maps, the 
police determined Emerson Street Is 
within the department's jurisdiction. 


Early Friday morning police posted a 


radar patrol on Emerson to monitor the 
speed of traffic. Police said a few cars 
westbound went up to 24 m.p.h., but be- 
cause no speed limit sign is posted east- 
bound on Emerson, a 30 m.p.h. limit had 
to be observed. 


The problem, residents say, Is caused 


by traffic coming in and out of Bay Colo- 
ny, a nearby condominium apartment 
development.

'Many allergy sufferers had surgery as tots' 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - An allergy 


specialist has reported that a large num- 
ber of children who have allergies were 
discovered to have undergone major op- 
erations before age 20. 


Dr. Douglas E. Johnstono, Rochester, 


N.Y., said It was not yet known whether 
»uch surgery was a cause. But, he 
added: 


"One of the few conclusions that can 


bo drawn from our studies to that one 
ought to try to defer elective surgery In 
young babies if possible." 


Johnstone. co-director of the pediatrlc 


allergy clinic at Strong Memorial Hospi- 
tal, noted that it was traditional practice 


of U.S. pediatricians to avoid surgery 
during tho first two years of life in any 
event. 


JOHNSTONE said there was no data 


to pinpoint the cause-ajutaffect relation- 
ship between early surgery and allergies. 
Rut he said he believed allergies could 
be related to the trauma of anesthetic or 
surgery or both, and even early hospital- 
Izatlon. 


"My Impression to that the effects are 


physical, not psychological," he said. 
"Some believe that having a difficult 
birth might later lead to asthma." 


Johnstone said clinical research had 


entered on children operated on for py- 
lode stenosis, a stiffening of muscles in 


the lower end of the stomach that halts 
passage of food. 


It was discovered that many of the 


children who had undergone the surgery 
had developed asthma or hay fever in 
later years. The research expanded to a 
study of children who bad undergone ma- 
jor surgery for any ailment before age 2, 
and the same pattern emerged. 


"Allergies appear to be significantly 


higher among children who had been 
' hospitalized under the age of 2, and who 
clso had major anesthesia and' surgery 
under age 2," he said? 


But, he added, no pattern of later al- 


lergies had been found in children hospi- 
talized or operated on after age 2.

The board also decided that a 


portion of Northwest Highway 
needed streetlights, and that per- 
sons owning property would pay 
for the lights, even though there's 
little evidence it will increase the.

that stretch of highway. 


Such forced projects might be 


justified if the village could prove 
a safety hazard, but such justifica- 
tion Is seldom, if ever, presented 
by the village. 


The p r o b l e m in Arlington, 


Heights goes deeper than a village 
administration that thinks it knows 
best about sidewalks .and 
streetlights. In other communities, 
any official who unitoterally foisted 
off such costly projects on the pub- j 
lie would find himself quickly out 
of office, for In other communities 
two-party politics still works. 


In Arlington Heights, however, a 


caucus assures that a clique of 
like-minded citizens .run the vil- 
lage, so that this nonsensical policy 
of forced sidewalks and forced 
streetlights continues to exist. 


"Forced improvements" are sun- v 


ply not the answer. What Arlington > 
Heights and other' communities . 
need is cooperation, -under which 
officials and residents work* to- 
gether to set up a reasonable, non- 
coercive improvement plan. Only 
when residents demand such an 
reasonable policy will it become a 
reality.

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Naperville land donations law upheld in court 


Northwest suburban communities that 


require school and park land donations in 
exchange for approval of residential de- 
velopments had their practices endorsed 
by a Du Page County court ruling last 
week. 


Circuit Court Judge George Unverzagt 


of Du Page County upheld a Naperville 
ordinance that required land or cash do- 
nations as part of annexation proceed- 
ings or legal subdivisions of land. 


The suit challenging Naperville's law 


was filed by the Home Builders Assn. of 
Greater Chicago along with several 
builders who have projects in Naperville. 


The ordinance relies on the city's 


home-rule status under the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution to Justify the land or cash 
donation requirements. 


THE CASE now will bo appealed on 


the basis that the donation requirements 
violate both the stale and federal con- 
stitutions, a spokesman for the Home 
Builders Assn. said Friday. 


"When developers are forced to do- 


nate, the home buyer has to pay for it 
anyway. It's double taxation," the 
spokesman said. 


Tho court ruling is of particular Inter- 


est to the three local communities which 
have actual written requirements for 
Innd donations or cash when a devel- 
opment b approved. 


BUFFALO GROVE, which has a writ- 


ten village board resolution requiring do- 
nations, Is the only local community on a 
coordinating committee of communities 
who have worked with Napcrvillo to 
back the city ordinance In court 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Daniel Lar- 


son said his village's requirements are 
similar to the Naperville law in that they 
are based on estimated populations rath- 
rr than on the land size of the devel- 
opment. 


The local resolution differs In that it 


lacks the actual force of law of the No- 
pervillo requirement, however. 


Buffalo Grove also allows for a census 


of the development after It is built to be 
used in adjusting donations, a provision 
that the Naperville law doesn't have.

What began as an attempt to build one 


of the most modern hockey arenas In the 
country has turned into a $4 million 
fiasco for owners of the Chicago Cou- 
gars' Hockey Club, who have filed a $10 
million damage suit while searching for 
r now silo In the Northwest suburbs. 


Charging a conspiracy to delay con- 


struction existed between Donald Ste- 
phens, village president of Roscmont, the 
village In which the facility was to have 
been built, and Jack Prltzker, owner of 
the Hyatt Regency O'Hare Hotel, Cougar 
officials have severed negotiations and 
are looking for a new home. 


"Wo aro now free to go anyplace," 


snld Waller Kaiser, president of the 
World Hockey Assn. club, who proved 


that hindsight Is best when he said, "If 
wo would have proceeded in Palatine, we 
would have an arena up by now." 


Tha inference to Palatine was made 


because the village was at one Umo the 
leading candidate as the site of the arena 
before tho Cougars decided a final, 12th- 
hour bid by Roscmont was too good to 
pose up. But, since July 1973, when plans 
were announced, there has been a series 
of frustrations for the team's owners 
which has threatened the life of the fran- 
chise. 


"IT IS ECONOMICALLY unfeasible to 


run a major league hockey club without 
a major league hockey arena," Kaiser 
said. "It's not a matter of speculation" 
where tho team builds. "It's a matter of 
going quickly. Time Is of the essence." 


Hoping to build a home to match the 


arenas tho other 31 professional hockey 
learns have built or arc erecting, the 
Cougars have seen their goal repeatedly 
delayed — first by homeowners who 
didn't want to be displaced and then, the 
Cougars claimed, by persons seeking to 
benefit from their misfortunes. 


Tho club's owners, in a separate $3 


million suit filed early last week in Cir- 
cuit Court, charged Rosemont officials 
did not act In good faith when they en- 
tered Into an agreement to build the are- 
na. But more serious are the charges 
matto In tho $10 million suit filed Friday. 


Kaiser charged that both Stephens and 


Prilzkcr were responsible for the arena 
delays. It Is believed Cougar officials felt 
the two men were more Interested In tho 
construction of an adjoining convention 
center, which was part of the $20 million 
»porte complex originally planed to be 
built by Rosemont and leased to the Cou- 
C-irs. Stephens, besides being mayor, is 
owner of the Caravello motel In Rose- 
mont 


Tho Cougars never wanted to build the 


convention center in tho first place. They 


wanted an all-purpose home for the Cou- 
gars, the Chicago Aces, a professional 
tennis team Kaiser owns, and possibly 
for a professional basketball team. But 
Stephens Insisted the center be included . 
at port of the bargain. Now it is under 
construction and the arena still is on the 
drawing board. 


"WE CANT PLAY hockey in a con- 


vention center," said Kaiser, who con- 
cluded the whole thing isn't funny at all. 
He is now loooUng for a new location to 
build on by the end of the year, so an 
arena can be ready for the 1975-76 sea- 
son. And the Northwest suburbs b an in- 
viting area, Kaiser says. "We have found , 
in our surveys," said Kaiser,'"this area 
is the best possible place for us." 
•'„ 


Speculation bos centered around prop- 


erty Kaiser owns with his brother Jordan 
in Palatine, Elk Grove'Village and else-.1 
where, but the Cougar president said 
these sites are too small. But, be said, 
the fact that' he is desperate to get an 
arena up as soon as possible may force 
him to build a smaller place to play. Kai- 
ser also said he might have to seek part- 
ners to help finance the construction. 


As for Palatine, Village Pros. Wendell 


E. Jones indicated there may be a will- 
ingness on the part of village officials to 
resume negotiations with the Cougars. 


"We are always interested in commu- 


nicating with people in what we feel is 
the best interest of the village," Jones 
said. One of the main stumbling blocks 
In reaching an agreement last time was 
determining a "legitimate public purpose 
for us to be involved with a private en- 
terprise," he said. At the time, the only 
public purpose the village could come up 
with "was to make money." 


Indeed, the main attraction to the are- , 


na is the tax dollars it could generate. 
Estimates a year and a half ago in- 
dicated that more than $350 million 
would be grossed annually. Jones said 
the tax dollarrs still are attractive, but 
adds, "Wo dont want a $20 million white > 
elephant on our hands, but then I'm not 
sure the project couldnt be scaled down 
a bit."

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Elizabeth Janeway 
talks of equality

Listen to the feminine voices, fellows. Don't tune us out When you turn 


the deaf ear, you're Just multiplying everyone's problems of today's 
living. 


Elizabeth Janeway, lecturer and author, puts matters this way: ."Hie 


greatest barrier that women nave to overcome is that men don't listen to 
us-." 


Mrs. Janeway suggested that men not only heed but also "listen with 


the possibility in mmd that some of what women say may not only be 
serious but even sensible. 


"For the first time in history perhaps, it Is women's experience which 


is changing faster and more radically than that of men. 


"In Itself that bears witness to the profundity of the changes and it 


might alert man to the vahta of looting at them. 


"Certainly It will not be easy to overcome men's fears of the effects of 


change in women's role and Image, but these fears are grounded in 
mythology that is less and less In tune with social actuality." 


Mrs. Janeway, whose husband is Eliot, the economist, discussed-her 


views on what's happening in the equality of the sexes movement during 
an Interview. They're also the subject of her new book, "Between Myth 
and Mythology: Women Awakening"! William Morrow). 
. 


"We're awakening," she said. "We're 'getting there. Some of us are 


moving faster than others. 
; 


"Look at the women moving In politics. They're no longer there as a 


token. Women are assessing what needs to be done and they're doing it" 


She believes women "would profit by a study of power and its workings 
... they need to see how such political action differs from private tussles 
over domination in the personal sphere." 


SHE CALLS IT "significant" too that women are pushing into the craft 


unions. Sex stereotyping is losing the game. 


"The women's movement Is a response to reality. We live In a world of 


action, activity. Look at the changes in the family structure, the scientific 
and medical advances where child planning Is possible, our life span is 
longer." 


Mrs. Janeway, who writes novels and nonfiction, is a graduate and 


trustee of Barnard College In New York. She Is a frequent speaker be- 
fore professional and management groups. 


She said that In the last three years of traveling about the country she 


had noticed changes in mate audience reaction to equal rights issues. 


"The men are more interested. There's less wariness,?' she said, "al- 


though some are confused. They ask, 'What do you want'? but they ask' 
with an honest Interest. 


"The young men are reexamlnlng then* roles. They tell me they want 


changes too ...

A wire service report recently told of 


the Increase In the wholesale price of 
sugar produced by Amstar Corp. Am- 
star, the nation's largest sugar refiner, 
now charges 12.85 for five pounds, up 
from $2.82. 


The report went on to say that most 


supermarkets will continue to sell sugar 
at well below wholesale prices, but com- 
modity analysts predict that the retail 
price will go to $2.75 for five pounds by 
mid-November. 


My interest in this announcement was 


heightened by the fact that it followed on 
the heels of a TV network news report 
that the sugar industry is enjoying 
record profits. And, not surprisingly, 
Amstar stock has been trading at, or 
near its year's highest price. 


I DONT KNOW about other lunch box 


packers, cookie bakers, cereal cookers 
and coffee drinkers, but the sugar game 
being played at our expense leaves a bit- 
ter taste in my mouth. And as of last 
week, when ! read that news release, I 
decided that tMs family can do without 


Since I am not generally In the fore- 


front of a boycott, when I made my deci- 
sion to cut back sharply on our family 
consumption of sugar, I wondered why 
there hasn't been a campaign to organize 
shoppers to stop buying the stuff. 


Maybe it's a bad time of the year. 


Many are busy getting scouts, dub and 
other volunteer projects organized. 
Maybe It's too dose to the holidays, and 
facing all that company with fewer 
sweets (that they all later try to diet 
away) is culturally unthinkable. Maybe 
this Is one area when few mothers have 
control over their children, and getting 
through a day without sugar-coated'ce- 
reals, frosted cooties, candy bars and 
pop Is more than a mother can bear. 


OR MAYBE WOMEN feel this is one 


they can't win. But I don't know why. We 
take for granted the expiration dates now 
stamped on perishable foods — « piece of 
information unheard of until a group of 
women insisted on it. Beef prices are 
lower than they were before the boycott 
led by housewives who were laughed at 
by "sophisticated" commodity experts . 
and beef suppliers. 


1 can't believe ALL of us an intimated 


by sugar producers. Then must be 
someone who is willing to stir the shop- 
per out of her fearful apathy — someone 
who w persistent yet patient enough to 
wait for the industry's affronted reaction 
to the rap on its collective nose. Then 
must be someone who would collect and 
distribute recipes for low sugar desserts. 
and goodies (I have one for a starter.) 
And isn't then anyone who would enjoy, 
as a resuk of her work, the industry's 
plea for greater profits so they can • 
build more refineries, their prime time 
TV and full page newspaper ads promot- 
ing a good guy Image, and their appeal 
to our need for their product

Today, with 
such eye-catching patterns as Royal 
Lace, Country Gingham, Eton and 
Primrose Path, the possibilities are 
limited only by imagination. 


The array of styles modeled at the 


show were all made from com- 
mercial patterns Including Vogue, 
McCalls', Simplicity, and Butterick. 


WHY SEW»WITH sheets, pillow 


cases and towels when there are so 
many other fabrics on the market? 


Sara Labas, fashion coordinator for 
Cannon Homemaktag Services, gave 
this reason:

. 


"When you consider that there are 


"about six square yards of permanent 
press fabric in one twin.flat sheet 
and you compare the price of the 
sheet with en equivalent amount of 
material by the yard, you can see 
how substantial the- savings real- 
ly is." 


Depending on the price range of 


the sheets you choose, her theory 
may save money or end up costing 
more than yard goods. A standard 
price twin sheet, $6, is a fabric bar- 
gain. But as the designs get prettier 
and brighter, some even using Vera 
designs, the cost spirals. Pillow 
cases, utilized in children's wear and 
in the tennis dress, are a substantial 
savings — about $4.50 per pair. 


THE PICTURE changes when tow- 


els are used. To get bold colors, in- 
teras ting patterns, .decent size 
and quality, $4 is the bottom price — 
unless you find a sale. At four to sev- 
en towels an outfit, the cost adds up. 
Quilted bedspreads, likewise, are no 
bargain. It takes one twin-sized 


quilted bedspread to make a two- 
piece pantsult or a hostess skirt Ex-' 
pensively priced at $30 and up, it 
would probably be cheaper to buy a 
skirt. 


There are other reasons for sewing 


with these out-of-the-ordtoary mate- 
rials. They are unique, easy to care 
for and a perfect outlet for creativ- 
ity.Miss Labas, in her designs, uses 
every part of the material. The con- 
trasting edging on the sheets be- 
comes wrist or neckline ruffles. The 
pillow case left over from the little 
girl's Holly Hobby dress becomes a 
pinafore or a poke bonnet 


Miss Labas called the Cannon fash- 


ions "easy sew — easy care ideas 
that tax the imagination." In addi- 
tion to her commentary on the versa- 
tile fabrics, she gave some sewing 
tips. 


• To slenderize places that don't 


need attention (mainly the Up area) 
she suggested lengthening a tunic or 
trying pants with wide tubular legs. 


• To minimize the shoulder and 


the chest area, avoid smocking and 
horizontal details in the bodice of the 


garment and put emphasis on slim- 
ming vertical lines. 


• To be sure of a perfect fit, mea-

• Don't scrimp on trims. 
• When sewing with towels in deep 


tones — reds, blues, oranges and 
purples — wash separately the first 
time. Excess dye crystals do remain 
on the fabric. 


• Don't be afraid of blending 


checks or other patterns with florals 
if in the same color family.

You've tapped a nerve because this Is 


the time I dislike making decisions about 
what to do with the summer clothes. 
Around here, the good suits get cleaned 
automatically. It's particularly impor- 
tant with polyester because, unfortunate- 
ly, stains and material can become In- 
extricably associated. Many have made 
the mistake of thinking something like a 
spilled drink has dried, out well-only to 
fine} later that the stained spot has 
changed color. Once the polyesters have 
gone to the cleaner, the others are exam- 
ined thoroughly, brushed off and so on; if 
they pass the test, they are hung up in 
plastic bags.

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New-car prices 
just go up, up 
as sales slump 


And the longer a car 


HitH on lot, the less 
a dealer 'knocks off 


DETROIT (UPI» — There's a recurr- 


ing question auto salesmen are hearing 
in their nearly deserted showrooms: "If 
cars aren't selling, how come the prices 
urcn't coming down?". 


Each salesman has his own answer. It 


usually includes the advice that prices 
are going even higher. 


Industry executives admit the average 


1400 Increase on their 1875 models didn't 
help sales, but most confetti they'll have 
to boost the stickers again If costs contin- 
ue to climb. They've already begun cut- 
ting costs with massive worker layoffs. 


"The only people that can make the 


decision to bring prices down are the 
manufacturers," says Joe Glrard, an 
East Detroit salesman who sells more 
cars than any other man. "Instead of 
cutting, they're telling us to get ready 
for another 1225 to 1250 hike. That's real- 
ly going to kill us." 


GIRARD SOLD 86 cars In October 


while the Industry was delivering 625,000 
cars — the wont October in 10 years and 
38 per cent behind the record set in 197J. 
With 26,000 dealers In the United States, 
that averages out to 24 cars per show- 
room. 


That's one main reason salesmen 


aren't writing the good deals of 1972 and 
1973 when sales were breaking records. 
Dealers have cut back their sales and 
work forces, but they still have fixed 
costs they have to recover. 


"The guy who used to sell 12 or 13 cars 


a month Is now selling two or three and 
he's hungry," observed Glrard, who Is 
just one car below his 1973 pace. "He's 
going to hold out for as much as he can 
got. 


"If ho gets a customer now, he's going 


to squeeze as much out as he can." 


A SALESMAN might have been willing 


to knock $700 off the sticker of an inter- 
mediate-size Monte Carlo last year. With 
sales slumping, slicing $600 off the list 
price would bo tops. 


If that car sits around In the dealer's 


tot for a couple of months, even fewer 
dollars will bo knocked off since It's 
costing that dealer about $50 a month 
Just for the Interest on the car. 


Elliott M. Eites, the new General Mo- 


tors Corp. president, has alt but ruled out 
another Increase before Jan. 1. Ha ad- 
mits that part of the industry's problem 
Is with the higher prices, but says costs 
continue to escalate. 


Executives cite figures like steel, the 


most-used material In a car, increasing 
by 35 per cent In the past year; iron, by 
20 per cent; plastic, by 21 per cent; rub- 
ber, up 43 per cent; glass, 11 per cent, 
and aluminum, 81 per cent. 


MEG breaks 
area drug ring 


A major drug sales scheme which re- 


portedly supplied workers In Industrial 
parks In Arlington Heights and Elk 
Grove Village was broken last week by 
the Metropolitan Enforcement Group 
(MEG). 


MEG director John Hlnchy said three 


Wisconsin men and a Chicago resident 
were arrested by MEG agents late 
Thursday after they allegedly sold more 
than SO pounds of marijuana to the un- 
dercover police officers. 


Hlnchy described the group as major 


suppliers of marijuana throughout the in- 
dustrial areas In those two villages. He 
said MEG agents have been working on 
the case for several months. 


He sold the agents paid the four men 


$4.300 for the marijuana. The arrests 
wore made outside the Burger King res- 
taurant, 2814 Hlgglns Rd., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Hlnchy said Eric Knauer, 27, of 3205 


H o w a r d St., Chicago, and Wayne 
Knauer, 18, Lynn Andrew Fischer, 17, 
and Steven Moore, 18, all of Lake Gen- 
eva. WIs. were charged with delivery 
nnd possession of marijuana and drug 
conspiracy. 


Knauer and Moon are being held on 


$30,000 bond. Bond for the other two men 
was set at 123,000 by Associate Judge Al- 
bert H. LaPlante. 


The men are scheduled to appear in 


the Nlles branch of the Circuit Court 
Dec. 10.

Oswald: "Against any opening lead but 


a trump, South has no trouble making 
four spades provided he goes tight after 
hearts. Ho will lose two hearts and one 
diamond. The other losing diamond goes 
on the ace of clubs and ho will be able to 
ruff his last heart." 


Jim: "Against the trump lead there' 


are two good lines of play. The first It to 
cash the king of clubs; lead a heart to 
dummy's ace; discard a diamond on the 
nco of clubs and lead a second heart. The 
defense plays a second trump. Now when 
the third heart is led. West wins and does 
not have a trump left." 


Oswald: "All plays work If hearts 


break 3-3. The sure-fire line against the 
actual East-West holding works, but it 
would fall If four hearts and three 
trumps wore In the same hand." 


Jim: "That's why I took another line 


when I played the hand. I simply ran off 
four trumps, discarding a diamond from 
dummy.

Admittedly, the kid is surrounded by a 


super cast on both sides of scrimmage. 
The Warriors haven't put together their 
10-1 record, that single loss a forfeit, by 
sending some nebbUhes out there in uni- 
form* 


They've got talent up and down both 


lines, In the defensive and offensive 
backflelds ... you name it, Willow- 
brook seems loaded. 


But emerging as the best Is Domin. At 


frfeott and mere than 209 pounds, he's 
reminiscent of Scott DlerUng, powerful 
W«»t Chicago star of two years ago who 


now starts at fnOback lor Purdue Uni- 
versity. 


Guys like Domin and Dterldng don't 


merely run over people. They splatter 
them. It kinda hurts just watching. 


"The coaches told us that you've gotta 


drag him down, that he won't atop com- 
ing," said Viator middle linebacker 
Mark Selvig. "We had to gang tackle. 
You can't have Just one guy stopping 
him. It had to be a team effort What 
they told us about him was true." 


Here's a capsule of Domin's afternoon: 


28 rushes for 134 yards, three kick run* 
backs totalling 91 yards, a 67-yard punt 
return that set up Willowbrook's second 
touchdown, one fumble recovery to stop 
the Lions near halftime and numerous 
tackles or pass deflections.

Three 
rushing gains went for 13 yards apiece.

The guy's no one game fluke. He 


gained 135 yards last Wednesday in Wil> 
lowbrook's 21-3 victory over Nlles West 
Eighteen touchdowns are Domin's prop- 
erty and 1,453 yards rushing. Not to for* 
get six interceptions and four fumble re- 
coveries on defense. 


"He rises to the big game attraction 


and '.gets the Job done," Willow, 
brook coach Clint Evans said of Domin 
who's also an All-Dei Plalnes Valley bas- 
ketball and baseball player. "Against the 
also-rans he used to have a little letdown 
but that hain't happened this season. 


"Tom was a very tired young man for 


us today. He's done k lot of playing both 
ways," Evans said. "On that punt return 
he just plain ran out of gas. Maybe we've 
been giving him the bail a little too much 
when he ought to be getting some rest"

recruiters has also borne upon Domin. 
"Everytime he carries the ball people 
are expecting a touchdown," Evans said. 
"Like today near the goal line he fum- 
bles. Sure he might have been carrying 
the ball too far out, but I can't really get 
too upset We'll have a little talk about 
it, though." 


WiUowbrook runs its offensive backs 


out of a two-point (which means feet) 


-stance rather than the usual three-point. 


Evans says it's faster plus "Tom is by 


far the fastest out of that stance I've 
ever seen and we've had some 9.8 second 
sprinters. 


"When Domin hits up In there many 


times the quarterback has had to follow 
him through the hole becaie he got there 
too quickly and Just kept going. I'm sure 
he'll be a great college back." Evans as- 
serted. 


Domin's third quarter punt ,nmback 


put the lid near Viator's coffin. Within 
minutes, the Warriors began sealing it 
tight, adding 15 third period points to 
their 7-0 half time lead. 


The big running back caught Greg 


Kay's punt at his own 27, started straight 
upfield, cut outside and then picked up a 
block that eliminated Viator's Vic La- 
Manila. 


Near midfield, Domin switched direc- 


tions and was finally tackled down near 
the left sideline when Kay got him high 
and BUI Deal low. Early in the run, It 
seemed LaMantia would get him. 


"I usually get down there pretty fast 


so I was right on top of him," LaMantia 
said. "Then he started that cut outside so 
I went that way but Us lead blocker got 
my body from the blind side. I never saw 
him coming. Yeah, that was it for'me." 


Domin and more Domin was pre- 
dictable. The Warriors went into Satur- 
day's game without usual quarterback 
Bob Jurasek, Injured against NUes West 
Bronson and Dave Ornells shared duties' 
and it made no difference who banded 
off to the big guy. 


His defense was certainly superb, also. 


Domin recovered a Walsh fumble that 
stopped Viator at Willowbrook's 16-yard 
line late in the second period. And Walsh 
was impressed with Domin's pass protec- 
tion. 


"He's a smart player, especially on the 


middle passes," said Walsh "who was 
eight-of-20 for 76 yards. "He could smell 
'em and was sitting right in there." 


Domin dumped Walsh for a* one-yard 


loss before Viator's line score, a Walsh 
to Pat Bucaro seven-yard TD pass in the 
fourth period. And when Joe Littwin 
tried to sweep left for the conversion. It 
was Domin making the tackle. 


"Those guys have talent,' size and 


speed," said Viator coach Jim Lyne. 
"Domin is the spark that makes them 
something extra special in this kind of 
competition. That punt return was a 
beautiful thing. Yeah, he' a super ball- 
f'aycr."

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Tense? Nervous? Try meditating—on breathing 


Ideas can flow in and out of the body just as air can, psychotherapist believes 


by JILL BETTNER 


Breathe: in ... out... in ... out. 
It sounds silly, nobody has to be told 


how to breathe. But an Elk Grove Vil- 
lage psychotherapist believes that medi- 
tating on this most basic organic function 
(or an hour or so each day can help re- 
lieve the tension that often makes the 
test of We difficult. 


John Roadbouse*, clinical director of 


the Elk Grove - Scbuamburg Townships 
Mental Health Center, uses what he calls 


"breath meditation" in group therapy at 
the center. 


It involves simple breathing and mak- 


ing oneself keenly aware of the air com- 
ing in and going out of the body, be ex- 
plained. In the same way, Ideas are sup- 
posed to be allowed to flow in and out of 
the mind as -one gazes comfortably 
around the room, focusing on nothing in 
particular. 


NO SPECIAL words or "mantras" are 


used as In transcendental or other kinds 


of meditation of Indian origin and it is 
not necessary to contort one's body into 
a certain position. Roadhouse said, how- 
ever, .it is useful, In practicing breath 
meditation, to sit on a cushion on the 
floor with one's back straight for best 
alertness. 


The psychotherapist has been using 


breath meditation with a group of about 
15 of his patients at the center for the 
past several months as a way of heloina 
them to ease anxiety of everyday prob- 


lems, he said. It is a means of learning 
,to relax. 


After meditating a few times, Road- 


house said' most persons can develop 
what he termed "a sense of spacious- 
ness," particularly valuable to anyone 
who tends to be short tempered. 


"We live in emotional high rises where 


everyone is packed in on each other," he 
said. "Husbands don't, allow wives space, 
wives don't allow husbands space, par- 
tents don't allow children space. When 


that happens, you get tension, anxiety, 
anger. This kind of meditation is learn- 
ing to give yourself that space inside — 
letting go of thoughts and feelings.*) that 
when tempers flare there's 'roomier a 
chance to let that first flash of-anger go 
by before you "react." 
*" 


ROADHOUSE SAID the 'purpose of 


breath meditation Is similar to the old 
idea of counting to 10 before acting under 
stress. However, the meditation is not in-

Winter said be sent two letters to Long 


Grove and brought the matter up at a 
meeting between the two sides but re- 
ceived no response. 


UNDER A MUTUAL aid arrangement 


flre departments agree to send men and 
flreOghtlng equipment automatically to 
fires in buildings, bouses and schools. 


Buffalo Grave, for example, has such 


an agreement with Arlington Heights, 


who also has the agreement with Mount 
Prospect. 


The agreement with Arlington Heights 


is set up so a Buffalo Grove ladder truck 
will respond to fire calls north of Pala- 
tine road. 


In return, Arlington Heights sends a 


pumper truck to any building tire report- 
ed In the area served by Buffalo 
Grove, essentially the entire Cook County 
section of the village. 


Winter said the plan Is not only a 


method of beefing up firefighting forces, 
but saves money on' equipment and 
makes for higher flre service rankings 
for insurance purposes.

At a-raeetlng last Thursday on the pro- 


posed flre disannexation issue, some 
Lake County residents asked why no 
such agreement exists between the two 
departments. One man suggested they 
(the Long Grove Department) "bury the 
hatchet" and work out such an arrange- 
ment for the Lake County section of Buf- 
falo Grove. 


Berg pointed out Friday, however, that 


automatic mutual aid puts a strain on 


volunteer fire departments in responding 
to additional calls but added Long Grove 
firemen "would not hesitateV- to call on 
their Buffalo Grove neighbors if they 
needed assistance. 


He also said, if aid In fighting a fire 


was needed, Buffalo Grove would be the 
first department Long Grove would call. 


THE 31-MAN LONG GROVE depart- 


ment is all-volunteer force. All but five 
of the 45 Buffalo Grove firemen are vol- 
unteers. 


Berg said Long Grove officials may 


consider a mutual aid pact at some point 
but said "at present, it's not necessary." 


Winter denied however, that the Long 


Grove district was unable to serve its 
area adequately, saying, "All we're try-

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Tense? Nervous? Try meditating—on breathing 


Ideas can flow in and out of the body just as air can, psychotherapist believes 


by JILL BETTNER 


Breathe: In ... out... In ... out. 
It sounds silly, nobody has to be told 


how to breathe. But an Elk Grove Vil- 
lage psychotherapist believes that medi- 
tating on this most basic organic function 
for an hour or so each day can help re- 
lieve the tension that often makes the 
test of life difficult. 


John Roadhouse, clinical director of 


the Elk Grove - Schuamburg Townships 
Mental Health Center, uses what he calls 


"breath meditation" in group therapy at 
the center. 


It involves simple breathing and mak- 


ing oneself keenly aware of the air com-- 
Ing In and going out of the body, be ex- 
plained. In the same way, ideas,are.sup-., 
posed to be allowed to flow in and out of >~ 
the mind as one gazes comfortably 
around the room, focusing on nothing, in 
particular. 


NO SPECIAL words or "mantras" are 


used as in transcendental or other kinds 


of meditation of Indian origin and it is 
not necessary to contort one's body into 
a certain position. Roadhouse said, how- 
; ever, it is useful, in practicing breath 
meditation, to sit on a cushion on the 
floor with one's back straight for best 
alertness.

The "psychotherapist has been using 


breath meditation with a-group of about 
15 of his patients at the center for the 
past several months as a way of heroins 
them to ease anxiety of everyday prob- 


lems, he said. It Is a means of learning 
to relax. 


After meditating a few times, Road- 


house said most persons can develop 
what be termed "a sense of spacious- 
ness," particularly 'valuable to anyone 
who tends to be short tempered. 


"We live in emotional high rises where 


everyone is packed in on each other," he 
said. "Husbands don't allow wives space, 
wives don't'allow husbands space, par- 
ents don't allow children space. When 


that happens, you get tension, anxiety, 
anger. This kind of meditation is learn- 
ing to give yourself that space inside r- 
lettlng go of thoughts and feelings so that 
when tempers flare there's room or.* 
chance to let that first flash of anger go 
by before you react." 
' 


ROADHOUSE SAID the purpose of 


breath meditation is similar to the old 
idea of counting to 10 before acting under 
stress. However, the meditation is not iri-

The llHacre site lies along the Des

Work on the site in preparation for 


construction probably will begin In the 
spring, Oakton Vice President David Hit- 
quist told a board committee last week.

Kissinger briefs 
Ford on journey 
to 17 countries 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger thinks he final- 
ly may nave achieved a breakthrough in 
Moscow that could lead to a new 10-year 
arms limitation accord with the Soviet 
Union, aides said Sunday. 


Kissinger briefed President Ford at 


Camp David yesterday on his just>com- 
pleted 18-day diplomatic journey to a to- 
tal of 17 countries. He planned to'spend 
about two hours a day with Ford this 
week, preparing the President for his 
trip next week to Japan, South Korea 
and the Vladivostok summit talks with 
Leonid Brezhnev. 


Kissinger told reporters he was "rea- 


sonably happy" with the outcome of his 
own Journey and cited hope that a stale- 
mate has been averted in the Middle 
East, and that there might be a real 
chance for negotiations. 


Kissinger bad one major dis- 


appointment — the failure to achieve sig- 
nificant progress toward a peaceful 
Cyprus solution. 


CARIO (UPI) - Agriculture Secretary 


Earl Butz signed a $36.5 million agree- 
ment with the Egyptian government Sun- 
day under which the United States will 
ship Egypt 200,000 tons of wheat or 
wheat flour during the coming year In 
addition to 100,000 tons of grain already 
•pledged. 


"In the years ahead, food productive 


capacity must be built up in the devel- 
oping nations," Butz told newsmen at the 
ceremony.

He said, "We have only a limited sup- 


ply of aid. The world has only a limited 
supply of aid." We have'-a limited supply 
foodstuffs right now. I think all of us 
must be very careful to be sure every 
ton reaches the area of real need."

Dutz told Egyptian Foreign Trade Min- 


ister Fathi Ahmed Matbuli, who signed 
the agreement for Egypt, that the United 
States wanted to "extend short supplies 
of wheat in the critical'world needs be- 
tween now and next June and July when 
ample supplies again become available." 


Butz predicted that during the fiscal

Sugar crop below estimates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - With sugar 


prices already soaring, the Agriculture 
Department reported Sunday that the 
1974-75 worldwide crop has fallen about 2 
million tons below estimates and will 
barely meet estimated demand. ' 


Department experts predicted the new 


sugar crop would reach 81.1 million met- 
ric tons, compared with current con- 
sumption estimates of 81 million tons. 


The report comes at a time when sug- 


ar prices are hitting record levels almost 
dally. 


According to the new forecasts, beet 


sugar production was expected to be 
down about 1.4 million tons from 1973-74 


levels. Cane sugar output, however, 
should rise by about 2 million tons, leav- 
ing a net increase of 600,000 tons — only 
1 per cent — over last year's record 
crop. 


The Agriculture'Department's Foreign 


Agricultural Service said world sugar 
consumption should also set a new 
record this year, but high prices will 
slow the rate of Increase. 


Although consumption estimates are 


about 2 per cent higher than hi 1974-75, 
experts said there is already some evi- 
dence of per capita reductions in sugar 
consumption in the United States, some 
Western European nations and Japan. 


Maneh Said el Oteibeh, UAE oil 


istcr, said this should mean lower prices 
for consumers but conceded that In the 
long run consumers will have to look out 
for themselves. -

Oil industry sources said that if the net 


effect of the change increases oil com- 
panies' costs, these costs ultimately will 
be passed along to the consumer.

A study of the proposed village pur- 


chase of Citizens Utilities Co. equipment 
in the northeast section of Mount Pros- 
pect will be completed in January if the 
utility company provides needed infor- 
mation. 


Norman Hlgglns of M & E/Alstot, 


March and GuiUou, Inc., however, said 
his firm does not yet have the informa- 
tion needed for the study. His firm was 
hired by the village about a month ago to 
find out if it is financially feasible for 
Mount Prospect to purchase Citizens 
Utilities water and sewer lines in the 
New Town section. 


"We are at the present negotiating, 


trying to get information out of the utili- 
ties," Hlgglns said. "We haven't estab- 
lished a very good contact with them yet 
We haven't got the Information we want 
at the present time." 


Hlgglns said his firm has written to 


the utility company's Connecticut bead- 
quarters, but has not yet been able to 
contact the local area manager. 


THE CONSULTING firm's contract 


with the village calls for the study to be 
completed in three months at a cost of 
not more than $27,600. Hlgglns said that 
the study might be done sooner "If we 
get complete cooperation from'Citizens 
Utilities." He said if the utility company 


doesn't cooperate, information will have 
to be gathered through rigid channels. 


A spokesman at Citizens Utilities Fri- 


day declined to comment on whether his 
firm would cooperate by providing data 
for the study. He said any statement 
would have to come from general man- 
ager Walter S. Larson, who was unavail- 
able for comment 


Last year, Larson said that his firm 


"probably would resist" any village at- 
tempt to purchase its water and sewer 
lines. "We're in the water business and 
we intend to stay In that business," he 
said when the village takeover was first 
proposed. 


Hlgglns said the study will determine 


what lines are hi the ground, what their 
condition is and how long they can be

Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day in the school auditorium. 
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Tense? Nervous? Try meditating 
breathing 


Ideas can flow in and out of the body just as air can, psychotherapist believes

Breathe: in ... out... In ... out. 
It sounds silly, nobody has to be told 


how to breathe. But an FUc Grove Vil- 
lage psychotherapist believes that medi- 
tating on this most basic organic function 
(or an hour or so each day can help re- 
lieve the tension that often makes the 
test of life difficult. 


John Roadhouse, clinical director of 


the Elk Grove - Schuamburg Townships 
Mental Health Center, uses what he calls 


"breath meditation" In group therapy at 
the center. 


It involves simple breathing and mak- 


ing oneself keenly aware of the air com- 
ing in and going out of the body, he ex- 
plained. In the same way, ideas are sup- 
posed to be allowed to flow hi and out of 
the mind as one gazes comfortably 
around the room, focusing on nothing in 
particular. 


NO SPECIAL words or "mantras" are 


used as in transcendental or other kinds 


of meditation of Indian origin and it is 
not necessary to contort'one's body into 
a certain position. Roadhouse said, how- 
ever, it is useful, in practicing breath 
meditation, to sit on a cushion on the 
floor with one's back straight for best 
alertness. 


The psychotherapist has been using 


breath meditation with a group of about 
15 of his patients at the center for the 
past several months as a way of heloina 
them to ease anxiety of everyday prob- 


lems, he said. It is a means of learning 
to relax. 


After meditating a few times, Road- 


house said most persons can develop 
what' he termed "a sense of spacious- 
ness," particularly valuable to anyone 
who tends to be short tempered. 


"We live in emotional high rises where 


everyone is packed in on each other," he 
said. "Husbands don't allow wives space, 
wives don't allow husbands space, par- 
ents don't allow children space. When 


that happens, you get tension, anxiety, 
anger. This kind of meditation Is learn- 
ing to give yourself that space inside — 
Jetting go of thoughts and feelings so that 
when tempers flare there's room or a 
chance to let that first flash of anger go 
by before you react." 


ROADHOUSE SAID the purpose of 


breath meditation is similar to the old 
idea of counting to 10 before acting under 
stress. However, the meditation is not in-

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Village seeks 
support for 
federal funds 


The Elk Grove Village Board is enlist- 


ing the aid of residents to pressure local 
representatives la retain the federal rev- 
enue-sharing program. 


Village officials plan to ask residents 


to write their congressman, U.S. Rep. 
Philip M. Crane, R-12th, to describe 
some of the benefits revenue-sharing 
funds hove made possible and to ask for 
continuance of the program. 


The program, In Its third year, Is due 


to expire in December 1878 unless Con- 
gress takes steps to extend the deadline. 
Through the program, tax money Is tun- 
neled back to states, counties, townships 
and municipalities. 


IN ELK GROVE Village's case, rove- 


nue snaring has brought in 1709,386, with 
another $555,474 expected next year. "If 
the Mil Is not reenacted, that ends the 
money," sold Finance Director George 
Coney. 


Elk Grove Village officials have allo- 


cated the bulk of the federal funds — 
$976,000 — for capital Improvements, 


such as sidewalk relocation, lift.station 
renovation and flood control. 


In addition, part of the expense of 


building the village's fourth fire station 
and an addition to the public works 
building have been subsidized with reve- 
nue-sharing funds. 


Trustee Nanci Vanderwecl is spear- 


heading the drive to continue revenue 
sharing after the expiration date. 


"We've got about two months to let the 


residents know we will strongly support 
rccnactmcnt of the bill, and urge their 
help In getting that message to legisla- 
tors," she said. 


In addition, the village board is ex- 


pected to adopt a resolution.to send to 
government officials, imploring them to 
work for rccnactment of the bill. 


"We arc, as a corporate authority, go- 


ing to ask leglslaors' help in keeping 
those federal revenue-shoring funds com- 
ing In," she said, "but the people's sup- 
port will make the legislators pay atten- 
tion." 


Mild weather permits 
extra park maintenance

The Elk Grove Pork District Is taking 


advantage of pleasant Indian Summer 
weather to do as much work as possible 
at local parks before winter weather be- 
gins. 


John Schaefcr, parks superintendent, 


said an unusually mild September and 
October have allowed workmen to com- 
plete some project* that otherwise might 
have been postponed until spring. 


Crews hove been busy at several parks 


In the village, installing playground 
equipment, putting finishing touches on 
new tennis courts and landscaping. 


At Udall Park on Rockwood Drive, 


four pieces of playground apparatus — 
on arch climber, dome whirl, tire swing 
climber and lunar module ride — are go- 
Ing up. 


Schaefcr said If weather permits, addi- 


tional playground equipment will be in- 
stalled this fall at Burbank Pork, near 
Brantwood Avenue and Kennedy Boule- 
vard and at Carson Park, near Kathleen 
and Worden ways. 
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PLAYGROUND apparatus to be set up 


at Burbank Park will carry out the na- 
ture theme of the park and Include 11 
kinds of equipment, most with animal 
motifs. 


The storybook theme of Carson Park 


will be reflected In the Old Woman's 
Shoe, Cinderella's Pumpkin Carriage and 
other equipment to be Installed there. 


Dedication ceremonies are scheduled 


later this month at Lindbergh Park on 
West Glenn Train Rood where an Apollo 
command module will soon be Installed. 
Schaefcr sold workmen ore building a 
pad for the 12,000-pound, 12-foot capsule 
obtained recently by the park district. 


Six tennis courts were added to local 


parks in recent months, with three com- 
pleted and minor work remaining to fin- 
ish the others. 


Courts are being painted and enclosed 


at Udall Park, Lindbergh Park and Dis- 
ney Park, near Wellington Avenue and 
Biesterflcld Road. 


Earlier, courts were replaced at Jay- 


cce Park, near Kennedy Boulevard and 
Brantwood Avenue, and courts were in- 
stalled at Falrchlld Park, near Ridge 
and Clearmont roads and Osborn Park, 
near Woodcrest and Brlarwood lanes. 


DOZENS OF TREES were planted by 


the park district last summer in many 
parks and Schaefer said he is hoping to 
plant more before winter. The varieties 
of trees planted so far have Included 
Green Ash, Sugar, Schwedter and Emer- 
ald Queen Maples. 


Although this year's dry autumn* has 


permitted the park district to do a tot of • 
outside work at area parks, the lack of 
rain hasn't helped the new trees, the su- 
perintendent commented, or new grass 
that was planted at Udall, Canon and 
Andrews parks. Schaefer said, however, 
he expects the trees and grass to sur- 
vive.

They seek 'perfect beer can

Life for the Greg Pawlaks is a never- 


ending search for the perfect beer can. 


Pawlak, a teacher at Salt Creek 


School, Elk Grove Village, and his wife, 
Jan, have been collecting beer cans for 
six years. Their collection contains more 
than 1,000 domestic brands and 200 for- 
eign brands. 


"The collection started when we used 


to bring home souvenir cans of local 
beers we'd drink on vacation," said Mrs. 
Pawlak. "It was several years before we 
realized there was a club for people who 
collect cans." 


The Pawlaks joined the Beer Can Col- 


lectors' Assn. two years ago, after at- 
tending a beer can trading session in 
Barrington* 


THE COUPLE takes their hobby se- 


riously, frequently referring to their 
"Beer Bible," a «4-inch' thick notebook 
containing the association's by-laws and 
a listing of the 3,200 members. They also 
pore over bimonthly newsletters listing 
brand changes, new labels and artices 
"interesting to beer collectors." 


Collectors observe a . "certain 
eti- 


quette" as stringent as any guidelines 
from Amy Vanderbilt, Pawlak said. 


"At trading sessions, you always trade 


current can for current can. If you have 
an obsolete can, then it can be worth as 
much as 8 or 16 recent cans," he said. 


Members also frown on people who sell 


rare cans for money, Mrs. Pawlak 
added. 


"We prefer to trade cans and keep 


money out of the hobby," she said. 


Beer can collecting has a way of alter- 


ing the pattern of everyday life. Collec- 
tors will spend hours trekking along 
roadsides or searching through back- 
rooms of country stores searching for an 
obsolete can, Pawlak said. 


FRIENDS AND relatives also are 


caught up by the hobby, said Mrs. Paw- 
lak, who notes that her mother "even 
looks in ditches along the road when she 
goes for walks. 


"We have one very dear friend In Pal- 


atine who'always bring us cans from 
their vacations," she said. "The last 
time they came back with 30 cases with 
137 different brands," 


"And they only have a small compact 


car," Pawlak added. 


Beer can collectors 
also develop 


strange habits in their efforts to "keep 
the cans looking nice," Pawlak said. 


"We always open cans from the bottom 


—it gives them a nicer appearance. If 
you go to a beer can convention, you'll 
see everybody drinking from upside 
down cans," he said. 


The Pawlaks also have begun lively 


correspondences with beer can collectors 
throughout the country. 


"We traded cans with a minister in 


Connecticut who begins his letters with 
'Dearly Beerloved," Mrs. Pawlak said. 
"We've never met him but it was the 
beginning of a long friendship." 


THE PAWLAKS' collection lines two 


walls of their basement. Cans are ar- 
ranged alphabetically from brand ABC 
to brand YUSA. They come in all shapes 
and sizes and from all over the world. 


The Pawlak children — Beth, 5, and 


Scott, 3 — are apparently following in 
their parents' footsteps. 


"At least once a week, Beth bursts 


through the door with a rusty soda pop 
can," Pawlak said. "Usually It's one we 
just threw out in the garabe."

Efforts to control destruction at schools unsuccessful, and everybody pays

February 1974 — Water pipes bunt at 


Eisenhower Junior High School after 
vandals broke Into the building and shut 
off the boiler. Maintenance men worked 
through the night In knee-deep water to 
repair pipes and clean the water dam- 
age. 


April 4. 1974 - Vandals set fire to 


Blackhawk School, causing $15,85 In 
damage to one classroom. The fire was 
set In a closet and destroyed most of the 
room by the time the first fire trucks 
arrived. 


Oct. 4,1974 — Vandals caused $2,000 in 


damage to Elsenhower Junior High 
School. File cabinets and desks were 
pried open, paper was set on fire, type- 
writers were broken, flre extinguishers 
were discharged, a soda pop machine 
was broken Into and walls and counters 
were defaced. "I Hate Dee" was 
scrawled on a counter and a portrait of 
the former president was ripped apart 


Nov. 4, 1974 - Vandals caused $500 


worth of damage to Keller Junior High 
School. They entered a rear door, rifled 
cabinets, started a flre and emptied flre 
extinguishers. 


Everybody pays for vandalism to pub- 


lic schools. 


The taxpayer pays for It when he 


writes the check for bis rent or when be 
pays the taxes on his home. In Scbaum- 
burg Township Disk 54, taxpayers spend 
about $20,000 each year for broken win- 
dows. But that's peanuts compared to 
other types of damage done to school 
property. 


THERE DOESN'T seem to be any rea- 


son for vandalism and no one has come 
up with a sure-fire way to prevent it. It 
happens In every school district The ago 
or family Income of the students doesn't 
seem to make any difference. 


Last year parents in Dist 54 tried to 


curb vandalism be potrollng the schools 
at night Their efforts nave been less 
than successful. 


The Parent Observer Program was or- 


ganized In several schools In Schaum- 
burg. Parents were asked to volunteer a 
few minutes one night a week. They 
drove to the school, checked the grounds, 
looked for broken windows or lights that 


What district is paying 
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shouldn't be on. If they found something 
they called the school's emergency num- 
ber or the police. 


But the observer program was inactive 


at most schools. Few parents volun- 
teered for patrols and there was little 
difference in the amount of vandalism 
last year. 


ONE OF THE MOST successful ob- 


server programs was at Dooley Ele- 
mentary School in Schaumburg. During 
the 1972-73 school year, the school suf- 
fered $2,816 In gloss breakage but last 
year the figure was reduced to $1,125. 


But Donald Onorato, one of the parents 


who helped organize the observers at 
Dooley, sold be has doubts about the pro- 
gram this year. Of the 500 families In the 
school, only eight parents volunteered. 
"It's the same people who are Involved 


In an the activities," Onorato sold. "AH 


it Involves out of an average week is 
about 25 minutes. It's bard for me to 
fathom why people can't sacrifice 25 
minutes." 


Onorato said the parents ore given 


code numbers that identify them to the' 
police so their names aren't listed in po- 
lice reports. Parents don't want to be in 
the position of telling on their neighbor's 
son or daughter, he said. "We try to 
make It as easy as possible to join and 
help out" be said. ' 


JOSEPH VISO. director of buildings 


and grounds for Dist 54, is appalled by 
the amount of criminal damage to achool 
property. There's a touch of anger In his 
voice when he lists the countless in- 
cidents of broken windows, fires, thefts 
and destruction of school property. He 
appreciates the help of the •parents but 
wishes there were more volunteers. 


"I think public apathy has a lot to do 


with it," Vlso said. 'Teople don't want to 
get involved. I feel we live m.an age 
where time Is so precious to people that 
they don't want to give it up." • 


When Vlso gets a can reporting van- 


dalism, maintenance men are on the 
scene right away. Broken windows are 
replaced on the spot. School officials be- 
lieve boarded-up windows breed more 
vandalism. 


THE POLICE and civil defense units 


patrol the achool grounds at night tat 
can't prevent most vandalism. 


"I don't fault them one bit I think 


they've helped us. They can't get it all — 
they can't prevent it," Vlso said. 
' 


Onorato agrees. The policemen's main 


job is not petroling school grounds, he 
sold. • 


The parents realize they'll never pro* 


vent 100 per cent of the vandalism, but 
they believe they can reduce it to a few 
broken windows a year. They also know 
they'll probably never understand the 
reason for the destruction. All they can 
do is make some guesses. 


Vandalism is a way for a student to 


"let off steam," Onorato said. "Some- 
thing happened during the day at school 
and it's their form of rebellion. People 
have a resistance to authority." They re- 
alize that unless someone catches them 
in the act, they'll get away with it, be 
said.. 


BLACKHAWK SCHOOL looked like this after vandals 
broke Into the building last April and set fire to one of 
the classrooms, causing $15,295 in damage. Parents 


tried to organize patrols of the schools at night to curb 
vandalism last year. Very few parents volunteered for 
patrols and organizers hope for a better turnout this 
year. 


Viso also made a chart of the incidents 


of vandalism and it shows a Ugh in- 
cidence before school starts, another 
peak after the first report cards come 
out, another at mid-term, and a big 
surge in June after final grades are re- 
leased. 


VISO BELIEVES most vandals are 


students in the school or high school stu- 
dents. Very few are caught but when 
they are, most say they don't know why 
they did it. 


William Scatkus, principal at Dooley 


School, wonders whether the students 
really understand what they are doing 
when they break into a school or throw a 
rock through a window. "Some kids don't 


look at it as all that bad. They don't real- 
ize the damage they're doing," he said. 


Some students are simply "out to get 


the school," he said. It's their way of 
"showing their disrespect or contempt 
for society." 


ONORATO IS A STRONG believer in 


the parent observer program as a deter- 
rent to vandalism. He plans to hold an- 
other meeting of parents at Dooley this 
winter and hopes to get more volunteers. 


Onorato thinks the school board should 


play a stronger role in organizing the 
program this year. "There's nobody on 
the school board behind it right now," he 
said. 


But the school board may soon have to 


choose another deterrent to vandalism if 


the rate of destruction doesn't let up. 
School officials have been investigating 
several security alarm systems which 
would be installed in each school build- 
Ing. 


One of the most effective systems 


would convert the school public address 
system into a listening device. An oper- 
ator would monitor all the schools from a 
central location and would notify the po- 
lice if he bears an unfamiliar noise in a 
building. 


Everybody pays for vandalism. The 


listening device security system may be 
the answer but it will cost the school dis- 
trict about $200,000. Taxpayers will pay 
for that, too.

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Tense? Nervous? Try meditating 
breathing 


Ideas can flow in and out of the body just as air can, psychotherapist believes 


by JILL BETTNER 


Breathe: in ... out... in ... out. 
It sounds silly, nobody has to be told 


how to breathe. But an Elk Grove Vil- 
lage psychotherapist believes that medi- 
tating on this most basic organic function 
lor an hour or so each day can help re- 
lieve the tension that often makes the 
test of life difficult. 


John Roadbouse, clinical director of 


the Elk Grove - Schuamburg Townships 
Mental Health Center, uses what he calls 


"breath meditation" in group therapy at 
the center. 


It involves simple breathing and mak- 


ing, oneself keenly aware of the air com- 
ing in and going out of the body, be ex- 
plained. In the same" way, ideas are sup- 
posed to be allowed to flow in and out of 
the mind as one gazes comfortably 
around the room, focusing on nothing in 
particular. 


NO SPECIAL words or "mantras" are 


used as in transcendental or other kinds 


of meditation of Indian origin and it is 
not necessary to contort one's body into 
a certain position.' Roadhouse- said, how- 
ever, it is useful, in practicing breath 
meditation, to sit on a cushion on the 
floor with one's back straight for best 
alertness. 


The psychotherapist has been using 


breath meditation with a group of about 
15 of his patients at the center for the 
past several months as a way of heloina 
them to ease anxiety of everyday prob- 


lems, he said. It is a means of learning 
to relax. 


After meditating a few times, Road- 


house said most persons can develop 
what he termed "a sense of spacious- 
ness," particularly valuable to anyone 
who tends to be short tempered. 


"We live hi emotional high rises where 


everyone is packed in on each other," he 
said. "Husbands don't allow wives space, 
wives don't allow husbands space, par- 
ents don't allow children space. When 


that happens, you get tension, anxiety, 
anger. This kind of meditation is learn- 
ing to give yourself that space inside — • 
letting go of thoughts and feelings so that 
when tempers flare there's room or .a 
chance to let that first flash of anger go 
by before you react." 


ROADHOUSE SAID the purpose of 


breath meditation is similar to the old 
Idea of counting to 10 before acting tinder 
stress. However, the meditation is not in-

Efforts to control destruction at schools unsuccessful, and everybody pays

Nov. 4, 1974 - Vandals caused $500 


worth of damage to Keller Junior High 
School. They entered a rear door, rifled 
cabinets, started a fire and emptied fire 
extinguishers. 


Everybody pays for vandalism to pub- 


lic schools. 


The taxpayer pays for it when he 


writes the check for his rent or when he 
pays the taxes on hut home. In Scbaum- 
burg Township Dist. 54, taxpayers spend 
about $20,000 each year for broken win- 
dows. But that's peanuts.compared to 
other types of damage done to school 
property. 


THERE DOESN'T seem to be any rea- 


son for vandalism and no one has come 
up with a sure-fire way to prevent It It

arid grounds for Dist 54, is appalled by 
the amount of criminal damage to school 
property. There's a touch of anger in his 
voice when be .lists the countless in- 
cidents of broken windows, fires, thefts 
and destruction of school property. He 
appreciates the help of the parents but 
wishes there were more volunteers. 


"I think public apathy has a lot to do 


with it," Viso said.. "People don't want to 
get involved. I feel we live hi an age 
where time is so precious to people that 
they don't want to give it up." 


When Viso gets a call reporting van- 


dalism, maintenance' men are on the 
scene right away. Broken windows are 
replaced on the spot. School officials be- 
lieve boarded-up windows breed more 
vandalism.

job is not patroling school grounds, he 
said. 


The parents realize they'll never pre-

Vandalism is a way for a'student to 


"let off steam," Onorato said. "Some- 
thing happened during the day at school 
and it's their form of rebellion. People 
have a resistance to authority." They re- 
alise that unless someone catches them 
in the act, they'll get away with it, be 
said. 


Viso also made a chart of the incidents, 


of vandalism and it shows a high in- 
cidence before school starts, another 
peak after the first report cards come 
out, another at mid-terra, and a big 
surge in June after final grades are re- 
leased. 


VISO BELIEVES most vandals are 


students in the school or high school stu- 
dents. Very few are caught but when 
they are, most say they don't know why 
they did it. 


William Scatkus, principal at Dooley 


School, wonders whether the students 
really understand what they are doing 
when they break into a school or throw a 
rock through a window. "Some kids don't 
look at it as all that bad. They don't real- 
ize the damage they're doing," be said. 


Some students are simply "out to'get 


(he school," he said. It's their way of 
"showing their disrespect or contempt 
tor society." 


ONORATO IS A STRONG believer in 


the parent observer program as a deter- 
rent to vandalism. He plans to hold an- 
other meeting of parents at Dooley this 
winter and hopes to get more volunteers. 


Onorato thinks the school board should 


play a stronger role in organizing the 
program this year. "There's nobody on 
the school board behind it right now," be 
said.

But the school board may soon have to

School officials have been investigating 
several security alarm systems which 
would be installed In each school build- 
ing.

One of the most effective systems 


would convert the school public address 
system into a listening device. An oper- 
ator would monitor all the schools fromTa 
central location and would notify the po- 
lice if he bears an unfamiliar noise in;a 
building.

the answer but it will cost the school dis- 
trict about $200,000.

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Tense? Nervous? Try meditating 
breathing 


Ideas can flow in and but of the body just as air can, psychotherapist believes

Breathe: to ... out... in ... out. 
It sounds silly, nobody has to be told 


how to breathe. But an Elk Grove Vil- 
lage psychotherapist believes that medi- 
tating on this most basic organic function 
(or an hour or so each day can help re- 
lieve the tension that often makes the 
icst of life difficult. 


John Hoadhouse, clinical director of 


the Elk Grove - Schuaraburg Townships 
Mental Health Center, uses what be calls 


"breath meditation" in group therapy at 
the center. •• 


It involves simple breathing and mak- 


ing oneself keenly aware of the air com- 
ing In and going out of the body, be ex- 
plained. In the same way, ideas are sup- 
posed to be allowed to flow In and out of 
the 'mind as one gazes comfortably 
around the room, focusing on nothing in 
particular.1 


NO SPECIAL words or "mantras" are 


used as in .transcendental or other kinds 


of meditation of Indian origin and it is 
not necessary to contort one's body Into 
a certain position. Roadhouse said, how- 
ever, It is useful; in practicing breath 
meditation, to sit on a cushion on the 
floor with one's back straight for best 
alertness. 
' The psychotherapist has, been using 
breath meditation with a group of about 
IS of his patients at the' center for the 
past several months as a way of helping 
them to ease anxiety of everyday prob- 


lems, he said. It is a means of learning 
to relax. 


After meditating a few times, Road- 


house said most persons can develop 
what he termed "a sense of spacious- 
ness," particularly valuable to anyone 
who tends to be short tempered. 


"We live in emotional high rises where 


everyone is packed in on each other," he 
said. "Husbands don't allow wives space, 
wives don't allow-husbands space, par- 
ents don't allow children- space. When 


that happens, you get tension, anxiety, 
anger. This kind of medttatteaJs teariK 
ing to give yourself that space inside'— 
letting go of thoughts and feelings so that 
when tempers flare there's-,jroom or sr 
chance to let that first flash of anger-g£ 
by before you react."

Tense? Nervous? Try meditating* 


Ideas can flow in and out of the body just as air can, psychotherapist believes 


by JILL BETTNER 


Breathe: in ... out... in ... out. 
It sounds silly, nobody has to be told, 


how to breathe. But an Elk Grove Vil- 
lage psychotherapist believes that medi- 
tating on this most basic organic (unction 
for an hour or so each day can help re- 
lieve the tension that often makes the 
test of life difficult. 


John Roadhouse, clinical director of 


the Elk Grove • Schuamburg Townships 
Mental Health Center, uses what he calls 


"breath meditation" in group therapy at 
the center. 


It involves simple breathing and mak- 


ing oneself keenly'a ware of the air com- 
ing In and going out of the body, be ex- 
plained. In the same way, .Ideas are sup- 
posed to be allowed to flow in and out of 
the mind as one • gazes comfortably ' 
around the room, focusing on nothing in • 
particular. 


NO SPECIAL words or "mantras" are 


used as In transcendental or other kinds 


of meditation of Indian origin and it is 
not necessary to contort one's body Into 
a certain position. Roadhouse said, how- 
ever, it is useful, in practicing breath 
meditation, to sit on a cushion on the 
-floor with one's back straight for best 
alertness. 


The psychotherapist has been'Using 


breath meditation with a group of about 
15 of his patients at the center for the 
past several .months as a way of heloina 
them to ease anxiety of everyday prob- 


lems, he said. It is a means of learning 
to relax. 
: After meditating a few times, Road- 
house said most persons can develop 
what he termed "a sense of spacious- 
ness," particularly valuable to anyone 
who tends to be short tempered.

"We live in emotional high rises 'where 


' everyone is packed In on each other," he 
said. "Husbands don't allow wives space, 
wives don't allow husbands space, par- 
ents don't allow children space. When 


that happens, you get tension, anxiety; 
anger. This kind'of meditation is learn- 
ing to give -yourself that space inside C^. 
letting go of thoughts and feelings so that. 
when tempers flare there's -room ur^a. 
chance to let that first flash of anger go

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Proposed gun 
law will be 
considered 


A proposed ordinance that would li- 


cense gun dealers and regulate the dis- 
play and sale of firearms In the village Is 
scheduled for review by the village 
board's legal committee tonight. 


Tho Run control ordinance, proposed 


by the- Arlington 'Heights Police -Dept.,— 
would make It Illegal to sell "firearms, 
ammunition, black powder, smokeless 
powder or any other propellent" without 
n license. No license would be Issued 
without a police department Investigation 
of the seller's background. 


The ordinance would prohibit the dis- 


play of firearms or ammunition where 
they can be seen from outside the prem- 
ises. 


It would require that firearms be se- 


curely locked at all times, except when 
actually being viewed for purchase by a 
customer or when being repaired. All 
ammunition would have to be stored In a 
locking, fireproof magazine. 


DEALERS ALSO would be required to 


Install automatic alarms In their stores 
and keep the alarm active during non- 
business hours. 


In addition dealers would have to re- 


port monthly to the chief of police the 
name, address and Illinois Firearms 
Owners Identification number of every 
firearms buyer. The make, model and 
serial number of each firearm sold also 
would have to be reported under the pro- 
posed ordinance. 


Tho regulations would not apply to an- 


tique firearms, as defined by the police 
chief. 


Police Capt. Maurice English said that 


the proposed firearms regulations wen a 
"model ordinance," particularly In the 
area of security for display and storage 
"ofguns. -

Dealers currently are required by state 


law to keep a log of firearms sales but 
do not have to notify the local police de- 
partment of every sale or transfer, he 
said.

Illinois residents who buy a car, boat 


or airplane in another state do not have 
to pay that state's sales tax, but do have 
to pay the transfer tax if the vehlclt is 
registered in Illinois.

for Edison, said a report should be ready 
next week. "All we can look for is the 
effects of lightning. We don't cause light- 
ning. That's a natural phenomenon," 
Stephens said. 


At the urging of Village Trustee Alice 


Harms, Mrs. Sherman is compiling a 
record of lightning discharges and power 
outages in the area. "Residents of 28 
years recall no incidents with such fre- 
quency until 1970," she wrote hi a letter 
to Edison President T. G. Ayers. Even 
though Stephens gave her reasons for 
each power outage in 1974, Mrs. Sherman 
said "But like the bumble bee who aer- 
odyaamically cannot fly but does, we 
shouldn't be having such frequent out- 


ages and thrasing 'hot wires' in the back 
yards, but we do." 


Stephens said Edison records showed 


three power outages caused by broken 
lines this year. Heavy ice broke wires 
Feb. 22, and heavy winds blew down 
lines July 2. The most recent downed 
wire occurred Oct. 20 when a rodent 
broke the line. 


Arlington Heights Fire Chief John 


Hayden said a check of fire records 
shows his department answered calls 
when wires were down three times this 
year. No record of lightning striking 
buildings in that area was found, he said. 


Library board seeks bookmobile financing 


The Arlington Heights Memorial Li- 


brary Board's finance committee has 
asked executive librarian Frank Demp- 
sey to explore methods of finaiKing a 
new bookmobile for the library. 


Dempsey said the proposed $55,000 


bookmobile could be financed through a 
lease-purchase agreement. 


He said under state statute, the library 


may participate in a lease-purchase pro- 
gram, but for a limit of 10 years at no 
more than 6 per cent interest per year. 


Dempsey said he will now approach 
banks to see what arrangements can be 
made. 


The present bookmobile was bought 


second-hand from a Florida library in 
1972 as an experiment for the Arlington 
system. Now circulating 2500 books per 
month, the bookmobile has been pro- 
nounced a success by library officials. 
But with more than 60,000 miles on the 
van and $2,500 to repairs made over the 
last 18 months, Dempsey said a pew ve- 
hicle is badly needed. 
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
